He was in splendid humor for 
stories and making his auditors laugh. 
Only once or twice during his speech did 
he turn his thoughts to things pathetic. 
He was feeling in a jocular mood, and 
laughed himself almost as often as his au- 
dience. Hig speech was an effective one, 
and he succeeded in raising a large sum of 
money for building a permanent home for 
the Barclay mission on the lot which has 
already been purchased for the urpose. 
Long before 7 o'clock the crowd began 
to gather at the tabernacle. They came 
{rom every section of the city and many 
drove in from homes beyond the suburbs. 
Every seat in the great amphitheater was 
filed long before the time advertised for 
the commencement of the Late 
comers were forced to stand in the aisles, 
but rather than miss the speech of the fa- 
mous divine they stood up for hours. 

Mr. Jones was not on hand at the hour 
fo.starting. Mr. John |I*. Barclay an- 
nounced that he had been detained in Car- 
tersville and could not reach Atlanta 
fore half an hour after the time expected. 
No one left the hall when this announce- 
ment was made. <All were determined to 
wait until Mr. Jones arrived.

Miss Hollaway Speaks. 

A prayer was offered by Rev. Frank Bar- 
Nett and then Miss Sue Hollaway, wh9% 
first suggested the mission idea to Mr. Bar- 
Clay, was asked to make a few remarks 
about the work.

“I only want to say a few words. I do 
mt wish io speak of my work, but would 
like to thank the people of Atlerta for 
their help, which has been indispensable 
to me.

Sam Jones Arrives. 

When Sam Jones arrived he walked 
briskly up to the stand like a man who 
knows he is late. After shaking hands 
With a few of the leaders of the Barclay 
Mission he dropped his hat down on the 
floor anid himself into a_ kard-bottom, 
Straight-back chair with an air of fa- 
tigue. 

He was clad in a linen suit of rather 
baggy fit. He wore patent leather shoes 
@nd a blue cravat bow covered with white 
dots. His dress was rather that of a busi- 
hess man than a divine. His appearance 
Was the signal for the coronation song— 


“All hail the power of Jesus’ name; 
Let angels prostrate fall.” 


All eyes were fixed on the man who, a 
few months ago, conducted one of the 
Sfeatest revivals in the tabernacle that 
have ever been held in the world.

Louis, New Orleans, New York and other 
great cities. He is the father of the work 
the world over. He died soon after that 
and I will never see him again in this 
world, but I] can never forget that story 
he told me. He made the pathway for Dr. 
Parkhurst easy. He is the reas focndation 
for the great Parkhurst crusade. McAuley 
cleaned the way and made it possible for 
Parkhurst to accomplish what he has ac- 
complished.

This Is the Figure of Mr. Delbridge’s 
Insurance Named by Mr. Motes. 


HAS SEEN NO OTHER POLICIES 


Many of the Rumored Ones May Not 


Be in Existence. 


MR. SHEPARD MAKES A STATEMENT 


Tells Why His Company Held Up Mr. 
Delbridge’s Policy—He Writes 
a Card. 


Mr. C. W. Motes,- father-in-law of Mr. 
Thomas J. Delbridge, yesterday gave out 
the amount of insurance on Mr. Delbridge’s 
life so far as he knew as being $62,200. 

In looking over Mr. Delbridge’s papers 
Mr. Motes has been able to find policies 
amounting to that sum only. Further 
policies may be developed on further inves- 
tigation, but Mr. Motes is. of the opinion 
that pretty nearly all the insurance Mr. 
Delbridge carried was represented in the 
amount $62,200. 

It has been impossible to get an accu- 
rate list cf Mr. Delbridge’s insurance from 
the sources available. Many statements 
have been given out by insurance men, but 
probably the only correct figure is that 
given out by Mr. Motes. 

On the other hand, there may be other 
policies that Mr. Motes knows nothing of, 
his examination not having progressed far 
enough in the short elapsing since 
Mr. Delbridge’s disclose all of 
the policies which he ld, 

The policies will doubtless 
without any sort of protest. None of the 
companies has said anything about con- 
testing the payment since Mr. Delbridge’s 
remains were found and no litigation is ex- 
pected. 


MR. SHEPARD’S POLICY. 
He Writes About the $5,000 Policy 
Which Was Never Delivered. 

Mr. F. B. Shepard wishes to correct some 
impressions that have been made concern- 
ing the attitude of his company toward 
the insurance on Mr. Thomas J. Delbridge. 
It was the company which Mr. Shepard 
represents that had a $5,000 policy on Mr. 
Delbridge’s life which had not been deliver- 
ed when Mr. Delbridge’s unfortunate death 
occurred. He says that at no time did he 
ever suspect fraud on the part of Mr. Del- 
bridge and wishes to correct any such im- 
pression if it has gone abroad. Continuing,

he says: 

‘The facts,in relation to Mr. Delbridge’s 
application for insurance in the United 
States Insurance Company are as follows: 
When he applied to us for insurance it was 
necessary for him to state the companies 
he was already insured in and the amount 
he carried in each. It was also required 
(as is the case with every applicant with 
us) that he state what companies he was 
then negotiating with for insurance. 

“It is true that I had an interview with 
Mr. Motes, his father-in-law, relative to 
the large amount of insurance Mr. Del- 
bridge was taking and also relative to his 


(Motes’s) indorsing a note in the event of 


our placing the insuranee and accepting in 
payment a note. 
than a week before the application had been 
acted upon or the policy issued. 


“The question of giving a note was never 


mentioned by Mr. Delbridge. He did ask 
for three months’ time and I replied that 
quite likely that could be arranged. There 
was never any note drawn and therefore no 
indorser could have been asked for for the 
reason that Mr. Delbridge never Knew that 
the policy was issued or any one else out- 
side of my office till it was announced in 
the press. 

“My principal reasons for not immedi- 
ately delivering the policy was that it had 
not been made quite clear to my mind how 
he was going to meet the premiums on so 
large an amount of insurance, and, further- 
more, it had come to my knowledge while 
the application was pending that he had 
applied to other companies for insurance, 
which he failed to mention in his applica- 
tions to us. An explanation seemed proper 
and this was what I was seeking. Your 
reference to this company and its contract 
with Mr. Delbridge is calculated to con- 
vey the impression that we were striving to 
get out of our honest obligation through 
some technicality, which is far fro the 
truth. Fr. B. SHEPARD.”

Did Not Ratify the Lease. 

Nashville, Teun., September 11.—From the 
fact that the stockholders of the Nashville, 
Chattanooga and St. Louis railway ad- 
journed precipitately on Wednesday with- 
out transacting any business, and after 
having been in session only two minutes, 
it is believed that there is a great deal 
more than talk in the reports of dissatis- 
faction over the lease of the Paducah, 
Tennessee and Alabama and Tennessee 
Midland railroads. These reports have 
been in circulation some months; in fact, 
ever since it was ascertained that the lease 
would prove unprofitable, and it was hint- 
ed that the lease would not be ratified. The 
directors met the same day and ratified the 
lease with only one dissenting voice, but 
when the stockholders met the forty-fifth 
annual report was presented and an ad- 
journment taken for ninety days, although 
the call included the question of ratifying 
the lease. All parties approached in re- 
gard to the matter refused positively to 
discuss it, 


Railway Notes. 


A. A. Heard, who has just resigned the 
Office of general passenger agent of the 
Great Northern Steamship Company, has 
accepted the position of secretary of the 
central passenger committee, which has 
its headquarters in St. Louis. The commit- 
tee has not heretofore had a secretary, 
the work being done by Chief Clerk B. 
F. Knight. 

Shippers are so apt, when ordering cars, 
to call for one of 60,000 pounds capacity 
when a lighter capacity car would answer, 
that the Pennsylvania company has in- 
structed yardmasters and local agents to 
investigate this matter, and wherever pos- 
sible to substitute a 40,000-pound capacity 
car as often there is a shortage of the 
larger cars. 

A strong effort is to be made at the next 
annual meeting of the American Assvcia- 
tion of General Passenger and _ Ticket 
Agents to reorganize it on a different basis.

FOR ANOTHER TRIAL 


McCullough May Ask Judge Candler To 
Call a Special Term of Court. 


JUDGE HASN’T THOUGHT OF IT 


Says That the Matter Has Not Been 
Considered—McCullough Passed 
a Quict Sunday.

Unless Judge Candler cails a special ses- 
sion of the Clayton superior court John 
McC.u: ough will have to remain in prison 
until Mareh of next year before being 
again tried on the charge of murder. It 
is probable that the prisoner and attorneys 
will mrake an effort to secure another trial 
in the near future, rather than wait sev- 
eral months for the assembling of court 
in regular session. 

Judge Candler stated yesterday that he 
has not considered the question of calling 
a special session. and that he did not know 
what would be done in the McCullough 
case. The judge said that it was too early 
to consider the case and that he did not 
know when McCullough would be again 
placed on trial for his life. 

McCullough was brought back to At- 
lanta from Jonesboro before the jury failed 
to reach a verdict in his case and he is 
now confined in a cell at police headquar- 
ters. He was taken away from Jonesboro 
at the earliest moment in order to defeat 
any effort to lynch him at the hands of 
the people if such a disposition sbould 
take possession of them. He awaited the 
news as to the action of the jury in great 
suspense and when he was told that a mis- 
trial had been deciared he was greatly 
disappointed. He fully expected acquittal 
and has not yet decided on a course of ac- 
tion. 

It was not thought that McCullough’s 
life would have been in danger in Jones- 
boro, even should he have been given a 
verdict of not guilty and turned loose, but 
as a safeguard it was thought best to 
bring him to Atlanta before the jury acted 
on the case. He will probably be held in 
this city until his case is finally acted on 
in Clayton county. 

Passed a Quiet Sunday. 

McCullough passed a quiet day yesterday 
in the city prison. He had few visitors and 
the day was a monotonous one to hint. His 
brother called during the afternoon and 
remained a short time. The prisoner has 
not conferred with his attorneys since 
leaving Jonesboro. 

McCullough said yesterday that he would 
not make up his mind about asking for 
another trial until he confers with his 
attorneys and brother. Colonel Denson 
and associates will consider the matter 
and it may be that Judge Candler will be 
asked to again hear the case soon. Mc- 
Cullough still affirms that he is innocent 
of the charge against him and says that 
his wife was killed by somfe one else. The 
people of Clayton may ask Judge Candler 
to call a speial term of ourt fo again try
